Wiien one leads the disgraceful "act ! ' 
passed by ihe Florida Legisla tu re, he inay 
well ask whether ihat State daiins lo be a 
part of the United States or whelher i is 
Legislature ís a relic of the Dark Ages. 
Here it is : 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of 
Florida : 

Sticlion I. It shall be a penal offense for any 
individual body of inhabilants, Corporation, or 
association to conduct within this State any school 
of anygrade, públic, frívaití or farocàiat, where- 
in white persons and negroes shall be instructed 
or boarded within the same building, or taught 
in the same class or at the same timeby the same 
teacher. 

Section U. Any person or persons viola ting 
the provisions of Sec. I. of this Act by patroniz- 
ing or teaching in such school shall, on convic- 
tion thereof, be fined in a sum not less than $150 
nor morè than $500, or imprisoned in the county 
jail for not less than three months nor morè than 
six months, for every such offense. 

To our mind the worst horrors of 
lynching in the South, are not any 
worse than this disgraceful action of the 
Florida Legislature. It is to be hoped 
that the United States Court will speedily 
pass upjm this action and pronounce such 
abominable legislation unconstitutional. 


It ís not the business of a religions pa- 
per to report murders, suicides, etc, but 
here is one wtth twopractical lessons, ami 
we therefore give it place. A Ccrman by 
the name of Signi u ml Schmiedler, in New 
York City, woke his wife early in the 


morning wiih a kiss.shot al her, inflicting 
an ugly skin wound, then put the pistol to 
his head and a bullel inlu it. He ex- 
plains his course in this letter which he 
left: 

"New Yokk, June 12, 1895 
" To the Corono- ; 

"lïeing unable to bear lite's misèries any long- 
er, so deiermined to em! my life. Take my dear 
beloved citmpanion with me, Culonel Ingersoll 
is right in his views and lectures, and as to my 
opimon the most sensible man of tbecentury. 

"Our social system is wrorig and unjust ; our 
li vi s, churches. and priests are fakes. They all 
ser ve but one God, and his name ís Mammon. 
Sk.misli Schmiedler." 

Two Uungs are to be observed in cott- 

neclion with this tràgic incident. 1. This 

man once possessetl pioperty and was on 

a fair way to weallh. Through unforiu- 

nate investments he lost all he had, and 

as a restilt condetuns churches, laws and 

our social system, and ends his life in sui- 

cide. So long as his investments yielded 

him large increase, the laws werc right.

Hereus one of 

the practica! conseqtiences of that philos- 

ophy which destroys thespiritof true sac- 

rifice, robs the soul of hope immortal, 

and makes death the end of all existence.
